Frenchman Has Invented Vessel in 
Which Power Plant Is 
Detachable 

As odd a ship as one is likely to 
meet at sea is described as the in- 
vention of a French maritime expert 
secking a means for lowering the cost 
of transporting cargoes, Hitherto a 
| ship and the power plant that makes 
it move have been regarded as one 
and inseparable, and while the cargo 
is being taken on or discharged, the 
power equipment necessarily lies 
}idle. And so this ingenious French- 
man, says Popular Mechanics maga-

permanent military force in Canada 
had not been greatly increased. In 
1913-14, the year before the war, the 
permanent force, all ranks, amounted 
to 2,906, while today it, totalled 3,555. 
The increase in estimates was due to 
the increased cost of maintenance, 
which was 80 or 90 percent higher 
than it was before the war. 

The government, Mr, Guthrie de- 
clared, had under consideration the 
reduction of the number of military 
districts, which now numbered 11, 
The military establishment planned 
was 110 infantry regiments, 75 artil- 
lery, and new batteries of machine 
guns, The machine guns would form 
a new branch, Canada had turned 
over to Great Britain the supplies she 
did not require and had taken the 
guns that were needed here, While 
the number of units would be in- 
creased, there would not be more 
than 80,000 men against that of a 
pre-war strength of 10,000, The 
maintenance of the military force 
was necessary. “It was not intended 
for aggression,” he said, “but was 
purely as a defence of our own 
shores.” 

The chief problem facing his de- 
partment, Mr, Guthrie declared, was 
that of barracks. With the excep- 
tion of Winnipeg, every military dis- 
trict lacked adequate barracks. Sol- 
diers must be housed, and he was go- 
ing to propose that one way of rais- 
ing the necessary money to build 
barracks was to dispose of the vari- 
og properties held by the Depart- 
ment of Militia and Defense. Alto- 
gether these were worth from $3,500,- 
000 to $4,500,000, 

Sir Sam Hughes, former minister 
of militia, urged that the policy of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier should be adopt- 
ed, which was that every man should 
be ready to take up a rifle in defence 
of his country.

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Natural Resources 
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Of Western Canada 


Of Untold Value 


~ 
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Sir John Willison, in a speech de- 
livered before the Canadian Club at 


Halifax, and dealing with the finan- 
cial outlook for Canada, gave some 
interesting facts and figurés regard- 
ing the potential wealth of this Do- 
»minion. Speaking particularly of the 
‘undeveloped wealth of the western 
provinces he said in part: 
It is established that in Saskatche- 
wan there is clay for earthenware 
which would afford the raw material 
for pottery industries. Indeed, ac- 
cording to one of the provincial min- 
isters a company is now producing 
“first class articles of clay manufac- 
ture.” A discovery of white clay 
-near James Bay is reported, which 
with large deposits of feldspar make 
it possible for Ontario to manufac- 
ture optical glass, fine chinas and or- 
namental glassware. But we should 
have greater knowledge of these 
clays and that we can only acquire 
by scientific and industrial research. 
There is no doubt that the return 
from the fisheries could be enormous- 
ly increased. The council for scien- 
tific and industrial research estimates 
the loss in solids, comprising chiefly 
fat and proteins, in the 300,00 tons 
of waste that is thrown away annual- 
ly, at $10,000,000 and in oil at $2,000,- 
000. These discoveries alone increase 
the value of the fisheries by 25 per- 
cent, The council is engaged in ex- 
periments to determine the commerc- 
ial feasibility of utilizing as fuel the 
lignite deposits of the prairie prov- 
inces. If these experiments are suc- 
cessful, as they promise to be, not 
only will industrial development fol- 
low, but an annual saving of $18,000,- 
000 involving, at the present value of 
the dollar, a loss on exchange of 
$1,750,000 will be affected through the 
substitution of lignite for coal now 
‘ imported into Western Canada, There 
are 57,000,000,000 tons of lignites in 
Saskatchewan and even a greater 
quantity of the better grade of this 
fuel in Alberta. Eventually, too, util- 
jlgation of valuable by-products will 
provide raw materials for native in- 
dustries, and in these Provinces not 
so well supplied with water powers 
as the other provinces of the Domin- 
ion the vast stores of energy locked 
up in these lignfte will be made 
‘available for industrial and agricul- 
‘tural purposes. 


One cannot believe that the West 


Mvith a coal production now greater 


than that of the Atlantic provinces, 
will continue to import coal from 


Pennsylvania, Alberta alone has 16 
percent of the world’s total coal sup- 
ply. Industries in Winnipeg have 
discovered that coal from Alberta is 
a satisfactory substitute for the {m- 
ported product. It is certain that 
western coal will also be utilized for 
domestic purposes. 

Experiments in wheat breeding pro- 
duced Marquis wheat, the staple 
wheat of the west, and now the re- 
search council ig trying to discover 
a variety of wheat which will ripen 
early, be“wholly rust-resistant, and 
have good milling and baking quali- 
ties. A new process of making bin- 
der twine out of flax straw in Sas- 
katchewan has been discovered from 
which it is believed a great industry 
will develop and a sybstantial mone- 
tary saving to western farmers be 
affected, The research council is 
seeking to discover a method of util- 
izing the thousands of tons of waste 
straw which from year to year are 
burned in the prairie provinces. The 
fact that we import iron and steel to 
the value of $154,000,000 should stim- 
ulate exploration and research in 
Canada. Ores which had practically 
no commercial value 20 years ago 
are now in high demand. It cannot 
be doubted that we will develop mines 
in Canada or methods of treatment 
which will in degree lessen our de- 
pendence upon foreign supplies, The 
natural resources branch of the de- 
partment of the interior has just is- 
sued a memorandum on the subject 
of molybdenum, This ¢éteel is claim- 
ed to be the lightest and strongest 
that has yet been produced. It is 
said there are over 100 known sources 
of molybdenum in the Dominion, 
some of which have proved very pro- 
ductive. One mine in 1916-17 pro- 
duced more than any other individual 
mine in the world, In 1918 the total 
production in Canada was 189,000 
tons which was one-third of the 
world’s production. And it is stated 
that Canada is in the most favorable 
position in the empire to supply this 
metal, In remote northern Manit- 
oba, beyond the Saskatchewan and 
north of the inland seas of the pro- 
vince, in 1919 copper and gold ores 
“though the surface has hardly been 
scratched,” were produced to the 
value of $694,633, timber wag cut to 
the value ‘of $163,000 and furs were 
taken to the value of $1,867,000, One 
particular property in this territory 
is said to contain 20,000,000 tons of 
copper ore valued at $180,000,000,

Some Facts About The Decline 


Stefansson Deplores Lack of Know- 
ledge of Canadian People 
Regarding North 

Lamentable ignorance on the part 
of Canadia people regarding condi- 
tions in the far north is due to the 
teaching on the subject in Canadian 
schools, according to Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson, the noted explorer, says 
the Winnipeg Free Press. 

These wrong impressions received 
in childhood are very hard to uproot, 
he pointed out. . 

There are 640 different species of 
flowering plants, and roughly three 
times as many flowering plants as 
non-flowering -plants in the Arctic 
country, according to Mr, Stefansson, 

In the north, he explained, there 
are two seasons similar to the sea- 
sons of the settled part of Canada. 

Just as grass cannot grow here in 
the winter time, the grass cannot 
grow in the country around and north 
of the Arctic circle in the winter. 
But in the eummer time, one can 
find Kentucky blue grass, which is 
the most prevalent among the vege- 
tation up there, golden rod, poppies, 
blue-bells, dandelions, timothy and 
watercress, “and these plants grow as 
far north as any land that has been 
discovered,’ added Mr. tSefansson,

Recent declines in the prices of a 
few commodities are not to be re- 


garded as isolated instances, but are 
part of a gradual and general move-

“Fish,” he declared, “is the cheapest 
food in Canada today and only a 
small percentage of the fish products 
of Canada are consumed in the Do- 
minion, The majority ‘is sent to the 
United States, South America and 
West Indies.” 


Bath Tub Prohibited 


Medical Authorities Attacked It As 
Dangerous to Health 


The first bathtub in the United 
States was installed in Cincinnati on 
| December 20, 1842, by Adam Thomp- 
son, It was made of ntahdgany and 
lined with sheet lead. Ata Christmas 
party he exhibited and explained it 
| and four guests later took a plunge. 
The next day the Cincinnati paper de- 
voted many columns to the new in- 
vention and it gave rise to violent 
controversy, Some papers designat- 
ed it as an epicurean luxury, others 
called it undemocratic, as it lacked 
simplicity in its surroundings, Med- 
ical health authorities attacked it as 
dangerous to health.

An Unusual Mine 


Extends Three or Four Miles and 
Produces Fuel of Good 
Quality 
A coal mine which delivers its pro- 
ducts in loads that travel over an 
aerial cable to the hold of a vessel 
is probably unicue, as also ig a coal 
mine within the Arctic circle sending 
out its coal to other zones during 
the brief summer season when the 
sea is unfrozen. Such a coal mine, 
says a writer in the Wide World 
(London), is now being operated by 
an American company on the island 
of Spitzbergen, and some 800 ship- 
loads of fuel were exported during 
the open season of last year The 
mine overlooks Advent Bay, and in- 
stead of driving their shafts vertic- 
ally into the earth the operators have 
driven them almost horizontally into 
the side of the mountain, opening up 
a coal mine that extends thre or four 
miles and produces fuel of good qual- 
ity from galleries in which the tem- 
perature goes no higher than 42 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and the prevailing 
cold makes the walls so firm that on- 
ly occasional props need be left to 
support them. Everything used to 
develop this Arctic coalfield had to be 


brought from a distance and _ the 
building material was landed from 
staamers and drawn to the site of 


the mine by ponics, who transported 
also the dynamite necessary to blast 
the permanently ground 
preparation for tie foundation of the 
aerial cable-way and ite machinery. 
Sixteen wooden supports carry the 
cable some 4350 feet from the mine 
to the pier that has been built for 
the coal steamers; and the work of 
the miners goes on in the mountain 
even, when the island is ice bound, 
and the pier runs out into a field of 
ice through which no vessel can 
reach it.

Be Reorganized and 
Given Wider Power 


In reference to the continuance of

A Salt Mine in Poland 


Passages Measure 78 Miles at 1,000 
Feet Underground 

About cight miles from Cracow, 
that interesting old university town 
of Poland, a wonderful sight may be 
seen just about a thousand feet be- 
low the surface of the ground, a 
place where one can walk for two 
hours secing new sights, coming up- 
on great halls with pillars and carv- 
ings, little chapels, with modeled fig- 
ures, huge chambers, some a hund- 
red to a hundred and twenty feet in 
height, dark mysterious ponds which 
one can cross in boats, galleries look- 
ing down into fathomless pits, with 
steps leading from one level to an- 
other, all cut out of salt; for the salt 
mines of Wielliezka are on certain 
occasions thrown open to the public 
and are lit up for the benefit of the 
visitors by Bengal lights which have 
a most wonderful effect in this city 
of salt. Most people think the dazz- 
ling whiteness of a salt mine will be 
overpowering, but except when some 
new cut salt is seen or some little 
statue added to a chapel, or a design 
to a wall, the salt is ofa drab gray 
color, but always is impressive from 
the solidity of its surface, There are 
said to be an aggregate length of 
passages, measuring 78 miles in all, 
and some are so narrow that for 
protection to their clothes, every one 
puts on overalls,

Alberta Coal On 
: Winnipeg Market 


.. Summer Shipment of Coal to Stor-” 
age Will Permit of Continuous 
Operation of Mines 
This summer an attempt on a large 
scale is to be made to place Alberta 
coal on the Winnipeg market. Diffi- 
culty has been experienced in this 
market extension work by the lack of 
storage capacity in Winnipeg, and the 
unwillingness of the consumer to pur- 
chase his coal during the summer, 
when it could be delivered direct from 
the cars. To overcome this objection 
to early ordering, storage sheds, with 
a capacity of 20,000 tons, are being 
erected. These sheds will permit the 
shipping of Alberta coal to Winnipeg 
during the slack season and storing 
it against the rush period. This will 
have a two-fold effect. First, it will 
relieve the traffic congestion of the 
autumn, when the railways are hand- 
ling the grain traffic. Secondly, it 
will permit the operation of the mines 
during a period when, owing to the 
absence of a market for the output 
they were ordinarily compelled to 

close down with a reduced staff. 

This latter difficulty has had rather 
a widespread effect, and has militated 
against the ability of Alberta coal to 
meet competition. With the closing 
down of the mines for a portion of 
the year, the overhead charges of 
the entire year have had to be ab- 
sorbed by the period during which 
the mines were operating, thus in- 
creasing cost of production to a con- 
siderable extent. The enforced idle- 
ness of the miners also had an un- 
settling effect, and created difficulty 
in securing and retaining efficient op- 
cratives. 

This new enterprise of Alberta 
coal mine operators will be watched 
with interest, and it is hoped that, 
with successful operation, the partial 
dependence of the western cities up- 
on United States coal will be mater- 
ially relieved, 


Sodium Sulphate Deposits 


Wealthy American Syndicate Making 
Bid to Secure Valuable 
Mine 

The rich sodium sulphate deposits 
located south of Ceylon, Sask., and 
which were located some time ago, 
are now to be extensively developed, 
The Ceylon Sodium Sulphate Co, 
Ltd., has applied for incorporation 
and it is understood that work on the 
holdings will commence at once, It

Lightning Rods 
A Great Protection 


Apparatus Should be Examined Fre- 
quently for Defects 

Warning has been given in an offi- 
to the 
protected by 
lightning rods from fire through elec- 
tric storms, to examine the appara- 
tus for certain kinds of defects which 
might render it useless when an emer- 
gency arises. Lightning rods have 
proved an almost absolute protection; 
in cases where they have failed it is 
usually found that the failure was due 
to defects in installation or to deteri- 
oration, which would have been dis- 
covered and ‘repaired by systematic 
inspection, The most frequent faults 
are broken insulators, or bends in the 
cable which allow contact with the 
framework, or corrosion at the point 
of entry into the earth. The latter, it 
is pointed out, is a very important 
thing. The electricity is carried into 
the gound by means of the cable, but, 
if the cable corrodes and the ground 
connection is thereby broken, a fire 
is very liable to result. The cable 
should be kept in a sound condition at 
all times, and be placed deep enough 
in the ground to always be in damp 
earth, When building wire fences it 
is advisable to use ground wires every 
five rods. Lightning is attracted by 
wire fencing, and as during a storm 
animals will congregate near fences, 
many of them are killed: by contact 
with the wire.—St. Thomas Times- 
Journal.

Economy in Use of Paper 


A Matter in the Interests of Econ- 
omy Which Should Engage 
Attention 

The Nation’s Business, a magazine 
published by the chamber of comm- 


erce of the United States, in discus- 
sing the paper situation, cries out 
loudly against extravagance, and 
urges that the United States govern- 
ment set the pace for the people of 
the Union along the lines of econ- 
omy in the use of paper. In this con- 
nection, the magazine cites the case 
of a Hellena, Montana, editor who 
received identical publications from 
the same department of the govern- 
ment, under three separate addresses. 
The Nation's Business also denounces 
the practice of using the government 
Printing office for the issue of propa- 
ganda for the members of the senate 
and other departments of the govern- 
ment, quoting one senator to the ef- 
fect that a Kansas business man of 
his acquaintance in three days receiy- 
ed 165 government publications, and 
calling for a saving of paper by the 
United States federal authorities, 

This waste of white paper is not 
peculiar to the United States. The 
franking privileges allowed the mem- 
bers of parliament and senators in 
Canada, and the accessibility to them 
of the government printing office, 
Permits them to flood the Canadian 
mails with printed copies of their 
own or other politicians’ speeches, a 
majority of the addresses receiving a 
number of copies of the same public- 
ation. This is surcly a great waste 
of white paper, of which there is sO 
serious a shortage at the present 
time. 

Here is a matter in the interests of 
economy, which should engage the 
attention of the federal government.

Plant in Esigland 

England will soon begin to produce 
in large quantities of ammonia and 
nitric acid made with the-aid of the 
nitrogen from the alr, A large fac- 
tory for this production begun during 
the war by the government at Bill- 
ingham-on-Tees, near Stockton, was 
completed recently, , It will now be 
transferred to private interests for op- 
eration. It is the Mat factory erect- 
ed in England for ‘the production of 
ammonia by this ptocess, which was 
invented by the Gérmans, and has 
since been improved upon by the re- 
search chemists aftached to the staff 
of the Mjnistry of Munitions.

The amount of interesting material 
for moving pictures that is available 
every year in this country is aston- 
ishing to those who attend the mow 
ies only occasionally, or those who, 
when they read the news of the day, 
do not think of its pictoral possibili- 
ties. For example, in a Toronto 
theatre this week there is a picture 
showing the work of beavers a few 
miles from Toronto, The photogra- 
pher even caught one of the beavers 
building a dam, How many Canad- 
ians have ever seen a beaver? How 
many have seen them felling trees or 
constructing their wonderful break- 
waters that have been the wonder of 
engineers? Is a picture of this sort 
not worth a hundred of the old kind 
that revealed Miss Josephine Smith, 
niece of the governor of Calibraska, 
breaking a bottle of grape juice on 
the nose of a freighter in Seattle? 
The ceremonies attending the 25Oth 
anniversary of the incorporation of 
the Hudson's Bay Company, in which 
Indians of the far north and west 
were presented with medals and gave 
one of their pow-wows, were also 
shown on the film. 

The photographers are to be con- 
gratulated upon their industry in fol- 
lowing up the day’s news, and con- 
gratulations are also due to those 
who led in the original protest ag- 
ainst the surfeit of American news 
features —Mail and Empire, 


America and Ireland 


A Conflict Between Britain and U.S. 
Is Unthinkable 

The worst catastrophe that could 
befall the world today would be a 
conflict between England and the 
United States, All hope of a league 
of nations would be lost, all hope of 
the peaceful settlement of future con- 
troversies, all hope of restoring the 
fabric of western civilization, so rude- 
ly shattered by four years of horrible 
war. The financial equilibrium of 
the world, now being built up with 
delay and enormous difficulty, would 
be destroyed beyond all possibility 
of re-establishement. Production 
would cease, and all classes of society, 
tich and poor alike, would be stinted 
of the simplest necessaries of life. 
Age would be striped bear and in- 
fancy be smothered in the cradle, The 
ruin that overcame the world after 
the downfall of the Roman Empire 
would be insignificant compared with 
the results of such a cataclysm as 
this. 

And.what about Ireland? The ad- 
vocates of Irish freedom who are 
urgimg war between England and 
America are the worst enemies Ire- 
land has ever had, All the misfor- 
tunes that tormented country has suf- 
fered in the past, all the miseries she 
endures today, would be renewed ten- 
fold by such a world disaster. Some 
of us believe that the best intelligence 
and the most earnest conscience of 
England are now toiling to affect a 
solution of the terribly complicated 
Irish problem. Some of us believe 
that such a solution will sooner or 
later be effected. All of us know that 
it can be affected only by mutual 
patience, tolerance and effort at un- 
derstanding, 

However this may be, it is certain 
that the threat of hostility from the 
United States will unite all England 
into a solidarity which will throw the 
thought of justice to Ireland com- 
pletely into the background, Such a 
threat will rouse the native obstinacy 
of the English people and make them 
fight till England and Ireland both 
become a desert, rather than, submit 
to foreign dictation in their domestic 
affairs, exactly as the American peo- 
ple would fight under similar circum 
stances, To hope that a victory of 
America over England would free 
Ireland, is to hope for a dream; there 
would be no Ireland left to free and 
no America left to free it-— Boston 
Herald,

Smallest Honey Bees 


Dwarf Insects Built Combs no Lar- 
ger Than Child’s Hand 

In some of the East Indian islands 
and on the mainland of Hindustan 
are to be found the smallest race of 
honey bees in the world, These 
dwarf honey collectors are known to 
entomologists as apic florea, 

Their honeycombs are no larger 
than a childs hand, and the cells are 
about the ‘size of a small pinhead. 

The little creatures build the combs 
on the branch of a low tree, and as 
they have not to provide for winter, 
they work all the year through, rais- 
ing broods like themselves. 

In the same land there is a race of 
giant bees, apis dorsata, as large as 
a field ‘cricket. These monsters of 
the bee world build honeycombs that 
are from six to seven feet in length, 
four or more in width and that weigh 
from 300 to 400 pounds cach.

Pigs in Alfalfa
